COMPLAINT AGAINST A POLICY SHOP.

Dr. Crosby's Society Resuming Its Raid
on the Liquor Dealers.

The Court ol General Sessions waa occupied yosltr.
day with the trial ol Torauce Donnelly, charged with

forgery. It waa alleged that two brothers, uamed
Howard and William Reiily, is the employment ol

pumon. Alter their departure Mr LitcbQeid discov¬
ered lorgeriea on bis account on tbe Corn Kxcbunge
Banlc to tbe extent ol $10,000. Tbe young men fled
tbe Oily, and were subsequently arrested In Barbados
and brought back to this city, and when
arraigned lor trial pleaded guilty. l'bey then

claimed that tbe accused was Implicated In

tbe lorgery; that be bad lived with lluu» and ac¬

tually suggested tbe idea. I be main charge on wbtcb
tbe accused was arraigned for trial was that of lorg-
Ing Hie signature ol Mr. Lucnflola to a caeca lor

$9,090, drawn to tbe order of U. 8. Peters. It was
averred that tbe lorgenea were skilfully executed

and the checks were roadily casbed on presentation.

HOW GEORGE M. MARTIN 8 QUIET AND rROEIT-

AU1 E LITn.E GAMI'. WAS RAIDED ON.
For month* past Ircquant complnlout huvo been

mode to Postmaster Jamaa that registered letters
from distant points had ocun lost. For a long time
the postal authorities were unable to locate tbe office
at wbloh tbo robbsrios wore committed; bat long
wstoblng convinced Mr. Charles Forrester, Jr. , Su¬

perintendent ol the Registry Department, that tbe
leak was in tiis office. None of tbe letters lost were

addressed to parties in New York, bat came lrom
Western post offices, addressed to Eastern offices
mostly In Mttluo and Massachusetts. Tbe records

.I tbe New York office gave no Inkling ot
irregularity, for the number oi letters sent out cor¬

responded with that received. Tbo i resa ot ouaineaa

daring tbe day and the presence of a large force of
cierlu made it Impossible tor any one to open letters
and abstraot money in the manner complained of.
Suspicion Anally centred on tbe nigbt clerks who re¬

ceive and receipt lor packages of registered letters.
Bulb tbe men employed un tne mgnt tour were uld
and efficient clerks and It was long beiora tbe author¬
ities obtained cootlrmaliou 01 their auspicious. Watcn
was inatiluleu, buwever, and lor tweuty-oue nignis
tbe men ou tbo nignt tour nave beeu under surveil¬
lance. '1 no conduct ol tieorg* M. Martia, tne captain
of tne tour, was particularly noted, and cert.ua
of nia actlum pointed bun out as the
man who was pllleriug irom the malls. It waa
noticed that he opened all tbe packages be received,
and that snurtly tbcreaiter be lett tne office ostensibly
to gel sometnuig to cat. lie waa irequeutly seen to
ihlow bis baiidkercbiel carelessly ou tne desk, always
cuvering a letter witn ti. When reiuruiug tbe hand¬
kerchief, with delluesa worthy a pre-.tliiigilauur ho
look tbe money Irom the euvelope. He used to have
a paper cornucopia oi mucilage in bis pocket, nod
win.e handling ine missive no managed lo gum tne
flip wuh mucilage carried ou bis linger Irom tbe
puoket. A number ol decoy leitara containing
marked money were tent tbrougb tun office,
and yesterday morning be ubatraeted two of
tncae Irom a package, nod putting tbem into
bis pocket walked out ot tbe office, as was
bis custom lo get a matutinal cocktail. While he was
gone the letters and nooks were examined, and It was
lound tii.it while tbo lists u( letters received agreed
with that made out tor transmission to nuotner office
two letters were misalng. When Martin returned be
placed tbe decoy letters.having meantime emptied
l tie in ol the in irked mouey.with tbe others and waa
proceedtu. witn his busiuu.s w lien Us was srresied
by special Officer sbarrett. In conversation witb Mr.
Forrester Martin sold ho did not kuu* bsw much
mouey ho n id absirscieu; that lie had beeu pil.eriug
lor a mug lime; ibat be knew ne was watched ol late,
but tbe temptation was too great lor buu to resist,
sad be oouimutd in Die evil wey. though coo&uent
ne would be detected.

piggeries, Acc , Iu that neighborhood abated through
the action ol the courts.some dozen or moro parties
being Indicted uud several of tho odeusivo establish¬

ments hciog summarily demolished by the Sheriff aud
a posao. Tbe Board bavo turned their utiontiou

toward the manltold nuisances ol Newtown Croex
and begun upon one of tbe alleged nuisances
of that storied sirejin. Two or throe years ago
the Standard Ammonia Company, having establish¬

ments la Boston sod Cincinnati, built a lactory on

the crees near the loot ot East avenue, and a short
(Jisluiice irom tho Long Island Hailruud depot. Alter
the lactory bad got luirly In operation, complaints
were muJe against It on uccount ol the odors alleged
to euiauaie Irotu it, aud the Board ol lieuiin ordered
work slopped. The order wa- complied with, but the

Mr. Asa w. tVilkiuson, assistant
chemist ol tho College ol New York, staked his pro¬
fessional reputation that nothing coiud escapo from
tue works lu tue shape ol noxious or oflensivo odors,
and he believed all tho aieucties compl-iinod of came
Irom other sources. There wua other testimony in
lavor ol the works almost equally strong, while the
allegations aguiuel them weru quite numerous, uud
sumo ol thoui very positive. iue proprietors do-
nouuee the movement against them as a pieco ot un¬
warranted persecution.
